COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


In compliance with the General Laws for this state, we here- 
with submit the annual report of Merrimack county for the year 
ending April 30, 1884, showing its financial condition and mat- 
ters of public interest, together with the reports of other county 
officers, as required by law. 

The actual debt of the county, as shown by the report of May 
1, 1883, was $83,930.77, to which should be added $7,000, money 
hired by our predecessors in June, 1883, making the county 
debt July 1, 1883, $90,930.77. 

There has been paid on bonds matured, $5,000; also, $7,000 
on said notes, given in June last, and all interest maturing. 
The debt of the county, May 1, 1884, was $74,100.63, showing 
a reduction of $16,830.14. z 

Two months of the current year, May and June, 1883, were 
controlled by our predecessors, Messrs. Harrod, Russ, and 
Peaslee. As we are in no wise responsible for their acts, we 
deem it but justice to them and ourselves to give their account 
for those two months by itself, and it is as follows:

July 2, 1883, we desired to have an inventory of all property 
on the farm at that time, and procured the services of Edward 
Osgood of Canterbury, Thomas D. Little of Salisbury, and 
Sherman Little of Webster, to appraise said property. Their 
inventory, amounting to $10,898.86, is now on file in the com- 
missioners’ office in Concord. The large difference in the 
amounts of the two inventories ($3,440.09) we do not attempt 
to explain. We present the farm accounts as we find them on 
the county books at the farm, and at the commissioners’ oflice. 

Bills approved by commissioners at their office, for farm 
account, from May 1 to July 1, 1883, amount to the sum of 
$8,159.64. Deducting the sum of $2,680, paid to John E. 
Rines for wood now on hand, and $60 paid to J. Albert Peaslee for 
extra services as superintendent to July 2, we find the cost for 
farm expenses to be $5,419.10. No. of weeks’ board furnished 
during May and June, 1,117. 

The orders drawn by us on farm account, from July 1, 1883, 
to May 1, 1884, amount to $10,151.23, from which should be 
deducted $953.13 expended on the water-works, which is a 
permanent improvement, and $923.72 paid for drawing wood 
now on hand, and $958.41 cash and bills receivable, and adding 
$1,575 for wood, at $3.50 per cord burned from July 1, 1883, 
to May 1, 1884, we find the amount paid out for support of in- 
mates to be $8,890.97, which, divided by 4,529, the number of 
weeks’ board furnished from July 1, 1883, to May 1, 1884, © 
shows the actual cost of support to be $1.963 per week for that 
time. 

Two terms of school, of twelve weeks each, have been taught 
by Miss Lizzie M. Choate, of Boscawen, and the third term is now 
in session. Good results have followed. We are satisfied that 
no part of the farm expenditure has been more judiciously made 
than this. Wages of teacher, $3 per week, including board. 
Whole number of different scholars, 27. 

To Mr. and Mrs. Neal and their able corps of assistants we 
tender our thanks for their untiring earnestness and fidelity.

Having had some experience as superintendent at the farm in’ 
former years, I entered upon the discharge of the complicated 
and trying services of the position, fully determined to fulfil 
the duties of the office to the best of my ability. It was a great 
surprise to me to find at the start that the inmates who were 
able to labor in the fields or about the house had nearly all been 
discharged, or provided with places away from the farm, so 
that we were practically without help to do the ordinary every- 
day labors of the establishment. Indeed, we were assured that 
Mr. Peaslee had given a general discharge to any who wished 
to leave at any time before the superintendence came to my 
hands. But by persistent effort on the part of myself and those 
who have so faithfully aided me, we finally caused the affairs 
to move along quite smoothly. | 

It being the busy season of the year,—hoeing, haying, and 
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the crops to look after,—we were much annoyed to find the tools 
in poor condition, the supplies of grain, provisions, and grocer- 
ies small in quantity and poor in quality. 

I do not care to make any personal charges of mismanage- 
ment against those who have preceded me, as an investigating 
committee was chosen by the last county convention. When 
they shall have attended to their duties, I have no doubt that 
you, gentlemen of the board, and the tax-payers of the county, 
will have received all needed information. 

A good degree of health has prevailed among the inmates, 
only ten enrolled persons having died, and those from old age 
and chronic disease. 

While it has been my aim to treat all with impartiality and 
kindness, it has been necessary to maintain a certain amount of 
discipline and’ good order, and this result has been reached 
without the use of any rigorous treatment. 

Economy and care have been taught and enforced. Good 
provisions and groceries have been provided, being certain that 
they were cheaper than poorer articles in the end. 

Measures have been taken to provide a permanent supply of 
water, and when the plan shall have been fully carried out, I 
have no doubt a good and permanent supply will be provided. 
A new cement-lined iron pipe has been laid from the reservoir 
to the east side of the highway, a new hydrant put in on the 
high ground near the new house, and, with the other facilities 
for putting out fire, already in position inside the house, I think 
we are as well provided for in this line as we expect or need to 
be. Nine hundred and fifty-one dollars and thirteen cents has 
been expended on these works, about $650 for the new pipe and 
hydrant, and the balance in opening up the supply beyond the 
reservoir. Itis estimated that $400 or $500 should be expended 
to fully carry out the plan submitted to the county convention, 
and of which they approved. 

The steam-heating apparatus has not worked well during the 
past winter, and it will be necessary to make thorough repairs 
and changes in the same before cold weather comes again. 
There seems to be some serious defect somewhere in the general 
arrangement, making the heating of the buildings very expensive. 

I cordially thank all who have aided me in my labors, and 
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trust the tax-payers of the county may approve the management 


of the Merrimack County Farm and Almshouse.

During the past year there have been found by the grand 
jury fifty-one indictments, for the following crimes: 


Aggravated assault, 
Burglary,

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These cases have been disposed of upon pleas acknowledging 
guilt, except as follows: 

Two respondents have been out of the state, and their loca- 
tion unknown. 

Two indictments have been dismissed, from mistake in the 
name or date of the offence, by the party procuring the indict- 
ment. 

Four have been dismissed because evidence was insufficient to 
convict. 

Eight now are on the docket to be disposed of. The indict- 
ment for murder was tried, and resulted in an acquittal. 

During the year there have been ten appeals entered in the 
supreme court.—six for the sale of lager beer, and four for 
simple assault. 
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There have been no civil cases in which the county was inter- 
ested in court during the past year. 

Questions of law are now pending in the supreme court, in 
several criminal cases, which involve a construction of the stat- 
ute prohibiting the sale of lager beer, and several of the appealed 
cases now in court await the determination of this question.

PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


Commissioners of Merrimack County : 


GENTLEMEN: In presenting this my first report as physician at 
the almshouse, I am able to show a much more favorable result 
than I had even anticipated. But perhaps my expectations 
were not raised very high, as I fully realized, on accepting the 
position, the responsibility incurred, and the difficulty that would 
surely be met in trying to treat such a class of patients. 

A large number of cases have been treated, mostly chronic. 
In fact, very few of the inmates are free from disease of some 
kind. Nearly nine hundred prescriptions have been made dur- 
ing the year, with but eleven deaths, and one of these died just 
before my first visit. Of these, three were women and eight were 
men, with an average age of seventy-five years. Every death 
except the first occurred in winter, showing the severe effect of 
the cold weather on such old people, and the great need there is 
of constant care in regard to the temperature of the house. The 
low state of the blood requires a much higher average tempera- 
ture than would be needed if the patients were more vigorous. 
Of the diseases causing death: Bright’s disease, 1; apoplexy, 
3; cancer, 1; blood poisoning, 1 ;—the others dying of old age. 

There have been brought in during the year many cases ex- 
ceedingly anzemic, and prostrated from manner of life as well as 
by disease, and in every case (with an exception when a man 
died the following day after arrival, and of course should never 
have been sent there) marked improvement or complete recoy- 
ery has taken place. 

The incurable insane remain the same as at last report. Have 
received as good care as possible in present condition. I agree 
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with the physician who preceded me, that their condition could 
be improved. 

These are results that are exceedingly gratifying, and the 
credit belongs in great measure to the management of the house. 

We are fully cognizant, gentlemen, of your general care, and 
especially of the patience, skill, and good management of the 
superintendent, aided by his assistants. 

Plenty of water has been used, and this is of the utmost im- 
portance when dealing with people who said, when ordered to 
the bath-tub, ‘I can’t do that: why, I haven’t taken a bath in 
all the years I’ ve been here.” Such, I have no doubt, was the 
actual fact with some of them. Good food, and plenty of it. 
The bread is as light and white as is found in any home, and 
the other food is correspondingly as good. 

These, gentlemen, are a few of the many good things (and 
there are few bad ones) that have contributed so largely to pro- 
duce health and comfort among the family at the farm.

CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


To the Commissioners of Merrimack County : 


Having officiated in the capacity of chaplain during the past 
ten months at the Merrimack County Almshouse, I hereby sub- 
mit the following report: 

Services have been conducted every Sunday except two at 
eleven o’clock, A. M. The average attendance for the time has 
been seventy-five, and over sixty have been inmates of the in- 
stitution, twenty-five being children. About one half are for- 
eigners. Nearly seventy-five per cent. of the whole number can 
read and write. 

There have been no births, but eleven deaths. Nearly all of 
the number were quite aged. Good nursing has reduced the 
death rate a little over one third for the same length of time 
last year. About thirty children have been put into good homes 
outside of the Farm. 

I am fully convinced that the efforts I have put forth to 
comfort the afflicted and cheer the hearts of the desponding 
have not been lost. I have ascertained, by conversing with 
them privately, that a good many have professed religion, and a 
number have regretted their past life, and sincerely mourned to 
know by sad experience that ‘‘ The way of transgressors, is 
hard.” There are a few who have been educated in our first 
institutions in this state, but have met with a reverse of fortune 
like thousands of others, and yet they rejoice to know that ‘*‘ The 
lines have fallen unto them in pleasant places” at last. I can 
safely say that the inmates are in good hands and under a good 
state of discipline. The best of order is maintained during Sun- 
day service, and all'seem to enjoy it. No profanity is heard or 
allowed about the premises, which speaks well for the manage- 


ment.
